Unrelenting Axis undersea raiders yesterday had added 
two more American tankers to the mounting list of vessels 
destroyed by torpedo, shell and flame, and the fate of 73 
crewmen was shrouded in the haze left by their smoking, 


blazing ruins. 

The blackened hulk of the 
ton Standard Oil tanker R. P. 
Resor, torpedoed and set afire 
within sight of New Jersey’s sea- 
shore resorts, drifted out of sight 
of shore watchers yesterday, the 
fate of 38 of her crew of 41 un- 
known, 

The tanker W. D. Anderson was 
torpedoed by an enemy submarine, 
the Navy announced, and only one 
survivor from a-crew of 36 reach- 
ed safety on shore. The lone sur- 
vivor was a Wiper, Frank Leonard 
Terry, 23, of Lansford, Pa. 

James T. Cotton, of Atlanta, 
Route 2, was reported to be a crew 
member on the W. D. Anderson.

A determined drive to suspend for 
the duration of the war federal 
‘laws calling for a 40-hour week 
and extra pay for overtime suffer- 
ed an unexpectedly smashing de 
feat in the house today. 


Most of the Republicans joined 
with large numbers of Democrats 
to bury the proposal, 226 to 62, on 
a standing vote after the Roosevelt 
administration. the AFL and the 
CIO had mustered their biggest 
guns against it. A volley of cheers 
‘swept the house when the result 
was announced. 

The lopsided nature of the vote 
was a surprise even to administra- 
tion leaders in the chamber, who 
had expressed fear that the pro- 
posal, offered by Representative 
Smith, Democrat, Virginia, would 
be accepted. 

Smith had offered his plan as an 
amendment, or rider, to a bill 
broadening the war powers of the 
government. Earlier in the day, 
President Roosevelt had aeclared 
that the practice of putting riders 
on vital bills to escape vetoes was 
reprehensible. 

The house engaged in a hot de- 
bate on Smith’s amendment. 

“MacArthur’s men are calling 
for tools and it is high time for 
America to answer that call,” said 
Representative Russell, Democrat, 
Texas, supporting the Smith 
amendment. 

Representative Tarver, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, told the house that 
those who argued that laborers 
were willing to make the patriotic 
sacrifice of working more than 
eight hours a day did not “really 
represent the heart and soul of 
American labor.” 

Supporting the proposal to lift 
the limit, the Georgian asserted, 
“This is not an amendment to en- 
slave labor. It an amendment 
to free per. « .” 

He contended that the small 
number unwilling to co-operate 
voluntarily in the war effort mustt 
be made to co-operate. 

Representative Thomason, Dem- 
ocrat, Texas, asserted, on the other 
hand, that the amendment would 
increase labor disputes. He assert- 
ed that “98 per cent of labor is 
just as patriotic as the members 
here.” 

Representatives of the AFL and 
‘CIO were on Capitol Hill, button- 
holing members in an effort to 
beat the amendment. AFL Presi- 
dent William Green and CIO Pres- 
ident Philip Murray issued state-

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Blackout Lessons 

There were two outstanding facts observable 
Curing the test blackout staged in Atlanta on 
Thursday night. . 

The first of these was the complete co- 
operation of the people. Without exception 
Atlantans and their neighbors in Decatur, 
College Park, etc., obeyed the blackout regula- 
tions. The private citizens did a perfect job. 
The ‘same was true of officials, air raid 
wardens. auxiliary and regular police, firemen, 
etc. It would be difficult to say in what way 
this phase of the blackout could be bettered. 

The second outstanding fact, however, is 
not so pleasing. That is, the system of signals 
is totally inadequate. A large proportion of the 
population failed to hear the warning signal 
or the all clear, either or both. 

The co-operation achieved was due to the 
long warning of the test which had been 
earried in the newspapers and elsewhere, and 
the fact that everybody was waiting, ready, 
for the moment to come. Many were listening 
to their radios and got the signal to black out 
by this means, instead of by the official signals. 

It must be remembered that, if ever real 
sir raid comes to Atlanta, there will be no time 
for advance notice, advance preparation. The 
flash that enemy planes are approaching the 
city will probably not be given more than 30 
minutes before the time when they begin 
dropping their bombs. 

In such an event the people will not be 
sitting quietly at home, straining to hear the 
signal. They will be going about their custo- 
mary affairs, making the customary noise and 
with the customary attention to other things. 
It is safe to say that, in event of a real raid, 
under ordinary conditions, not 10 per cent of 
the people would hear the signals now used 
and recognize them as an air raid warning. 

The same condition existed in Decatur. The 
fire siren uséd there was inaudible, inside a 
house with ail windows and doors closed, less 
than a mile away. Numerous Decatur homes 
bad to be told by the local wardens that the 
sil-clear had been sounded, minutes after it 
had ceased. 

If delay in securing and placing into opera- 
tion an effective signal system is due to 
hesitancy over spending the, money involved, 
those who are so penny-wise and pound- 
foolish will have to answer to the people if 
disaster comes. Their consciences or position 
in public esteem will not be enviable in such 
Case. 

The best organized blackout system in the 

is worthless if the people cannot hear, 
and instantly recognize, the warning signal 
when it comes. Some better and more effective, 
some more perfectly synchronized system of 
air raid signals will have to be devised before 
this city is in position to blackout in deadly 
irnest. Not even air raid wardens in their 
mes could hear the present signals if they 
ere not notified in advance to be on the alert 
at a specified hour. And there is no such 
edvance warning in war.

U. S. AIR FORCES WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Air power play- 

ing the vital role it is in the new form 
of mechanized warfare that has enveloped the world, one of the 
most encouraging signs of our potential might has been the suc- 
cess of American air forces since we entered the conflict. 

We still have a long way to go in building the air strength neces- 

sary to prove the decisive factor in the war. 
Only a beginning has been made toward achiev- 
ing the staggering goal of 185,000 planes set by 
the President. Because of our lack of prep- 
arations for the sudden war blow, and the lease- 
lend equipment we had sent to England and 
Russia, our air activities thus far have been 
somewhat limited, 

But the successes registered by our air forces 
to date have amply justified the highest con- 
fidence of the American people. Some of them 
have been absolutely extraordinary. If they 
may be taken as a sample of the fiber of Amer- 
ican youths undergoing training as pilots, and 
as an example of the genius of American aero- 
nautical engineers who are building our planes, 
then it will be only a matter of time before our 
rapidly expanding air force, in conjunction with 
the British and Russians, will wipe the Nazis 
and the Japs off the face of the earth. 

Our pilots and warplanes have shown up that good so far. There 
is no longer the slightest doubt about their individual superiority 
over anything the Japanese have to offer, We've got them licked 
a mile in the quality of men and aircraft, if the record being piled 
up daily means anything. 


NAZIS TOUGHER THAN JAPS The Germans are a tougher 

lot. They have both better 
pilots and equipment than the Japs. Also more individyal initia- 
tive. But seasohed American military observers say our boys can 
take the Nazis’ measure any time they meet on equal terms. 

None of this is intended to underrate the fighting ability of the 
little Nipponese air warriors. They have proved themselves a dan- 
gerous and determined foe. One of our chief errors was in under- 
estimating their strength before Pearl Harbor. But, giving them 
credit for all they are, all they have accomplished in their daring 
feats in the Pacific, they still fall far short of the caliber of 
American pilots and planes. 

It isn’t necessary to cite isolated cases to prove the point. The 
Story has been practically the same whenever American and Japa- 
nese planes have clashed in air combat on anything approaching 
equality of numbers. Most of our more sensational successes have 
come .from clashes where the very opposite was true—times when 
we were greatly outnumbered. 


AT GILBERT ISLANDS Take, for example, the latest naval 

communique on some of the added 
details of what happened in the Gilbert Islands raid. A squadron 
of 18 of our Grumman Wildcat fighters were met by a Japanese 
force of considerably superior strength. The 18 U.S. Navy fighters 
shot down 13 of the Jap force, 10 fighters and three bombers, with- 
out a single loss to that particular squadron. This was achieved 
despite the fact that the attrition rate is always higher with an 
attacking force than with the defenders. In that clash we were 
the attackers and the Japs were the defenders. 

Another communique of February 19 told of a squadron of 16 
American P-40s intercepting a force of 25 Jap bombers and two 
fighters over Java. Result: We shot down five bombers and one 
fighter; lost one fighter. 

In the fighting over the Macassar Straits on January 24 and 25 
a squadron of seven American flying fortresses encountered a strong 
formation of Japanese fighters. The fortresses shot down five of 
the Japanese fighters, proceeded on with its mission, sinking one 
Japanese transport and setting another on fire, without the loss 
of a single ship in the squadron. 

Again on February 25 over Java seven Army P-40s intercepted 
a force of 23 Jap planes—nine fighters and 14 bombers. The P-40s 
shot down one bomber, one fighter, and damaged six others with 
no loss to themselves, 


BEST OF ALL But the most remarkable record of any yet 

produced in the war is the feat of the Ameri- 
can Volunteer Group in China. What these American pilots have 
done is utterly amazing. Volunteers from our regular Army and 
Navy air forces, who originally were given a special dispensation 
by President Roosevelt to act as instructors in building up a 
Chinese air service, have taken a toll of ten Japanese planes for 
every one they have lost. 

Recent dispatches from the scene of their operations over north- 
ern Burma and southern China quoted their commander, Colonel 
Claire L. Chennault, as saying that his handful of aviators (about 
200 Americans), supported by a small group from the Royal Air 
Force, had ‘“‘wrought such havoc among those Japs that they were 
forced to admit defeat and finally give up their raids.”

been made in, say, the last 40 years. 
I can’t remember when I last 
heard or read the word “Coon,” 
which was in common use when 
I was young, and the word “Nig- 
ger,” almost as offensive, has been 
dropping out of the vocabulary of 
intelligent white men and women. 
In fact, although the word “col- 
ored” seems stilted, I observe that 
it is now more commonly’ used 
in conversation, at least than “Ne- 
gro,” and I attribute all this to the 
white man’s good will and good 
manners and a sensitive respect 
for the colored man’s feelings. He 
doesn’t like the word “Negro,” so 
we avoid it, even when there are 
no colored men about. We still 
use it in the newspapers, but only 
because we insist that is the more 
correct word and not lacking in 
dignity. 
About the start of this century 
the colored man had no place on 
our stage and all colored parts 
were played by white actors 
blacked up with cork which would 
be a ridiculous device today when 
white and colored players mingle 
in the casts with no more fric- 
tion than is ordinarily found in 
this temperamental calling. We 
were not band-crazy then, but the 
bands we did have were all 


white, except Handy’s, and there 
were no colored singers of note, 
although there were some shout- 
ers in the dumps. Much of the 
strident music known as Negro 
stuff is very bad and not authentic 
or a credit to the race, but we had 
a school of patronizing and top- 
lofty writers about 20 years ago 
who so identified it and claimed 
to perceive some obscure beauty 
in it, 
g We may be sure of 
erman one thing. The hewn 

" mans have deciare 
View themselves very flat- 
ly on the colored man’s status in 
the world and, if victorious in this 
war, would degrade him to the po- 
sition of a beast. Thus, it is plain 
that the colored American is not 
fighting a white man’s war this 
time, whatever he may think of 
his part in Cuba in ’98 and in 
France in 1917 and in ‘18. 

The error is- often made of say- 
ing that the United States is no 
less oppressive toward the Negro 
than Hitler toward the Jew and 
ithe feelings of colored men have 
been churned up by this thought. 
But it is a declared policy and 
purpose of the Nazi government 
to dehumanize the Jew and de- 
‘prive him of all human rights, 
whereas our constitution and laws 
pointedly recognize the colored 
man as a human being and citizen. 
The impositions on the Negro, the 
discriminations and denials are 
imperfections which our govern- 
ment has been trying to work out 
for many years and, as relations 
and understanding improve be- 
tween the races, his status steadily 
rises, 

The Communists have imposed 
shamelessly on our colored people, 
for Communism, if it is to be a re- 
volt of the masses against the 
few, must throw the Negro into 
contlict with the masses because, 
‘in our country, it has been the ig- 
norant and prejudiced white man 
who has most jealously and sus- 
piciously opposed the rise of the 
dark man. 

Until very 
more enlightened workers who 
formed the labor aristocracy in 
the craft unions rejected the col- 
ored man on racial grounds and 
the improvement in relations has 
come from the higher levels of in- 
telligence while projudice persist- 
ed further down. So, if Com- 
munism were to prevail, the Ne- 
groes would still find themselves 
in conflict with and outnumbered 
by a victorious element that has 
been least generous to them all 
along.

MR. ROOSEVELT—WASHINGTON WASHINGTON, Feb. 


27.—I saw the Presi- 
dent at the press conference today for the first time since the war 
began. I had wondered what the terrific pressure of war might 
have done to him. He looked older, somehow, but he was not tired 

looking. He was not harassed. He was even a 
bit gay and debonair, but always one could see, 
and feel, the deep seriousness and awareness 
of the man. 

His mind worked swiftly in response to 
questions. He joked a little. One of the ques- 
tions referred to a statement put out by the 
German radio in Paris stating that Ambassador 
Leahy had gone to the Vichy government and 
requested that the French fleet not be turned 
over to Germany and that Vichy had refused 
and that Leahy had been ordered home. 

The President asked the reporter, again, 
where the news had come from. 

“From the German radio in Paris,” said the 
reporter, 

The President smiled and said he thought 
the reporter had answered his own question, 
The President joined in the laugh. 

At another time during the conference @ 
reporter asked him if the farm bloc bill preventing sale of govern- 
ment-held products at prices less than parity would not mean an 
increase in prices and thereby inflation. 

The President said that he wanted the nation to know that 
passage of the bill, which he had asked be not passed, would add 
a billion dollars to the cost of eating. Then he added, grimly, that 
there were those who sat up nights thinking up ways to bring 
about inflation and that he sat up nights trying to think up ways 
to prevent inflation. 

It was an interesting conference. Only once did it touch on war. 
In discussing convoy protection for South American shipping, tne 
President, said the nation was in the position of having too little 
butter for a great deal of bread. 

The conference closed as the cabinet members gathered at the 
White House for a meeting. The most loved, most hated and most 
important man in the world has no leisure, night or day. 


HOSTILE FORCES There are forces in this country which 

still think they can turn back the clock 
and who believe they can turn it back if they could discredit 
Roosevelt. 

They support any measures which they believe might embarrass 
him or discredit his war policy. 

There may be sincere men advocating abolishment of the 40- 
hour week, but most of the strength behind that movement, as 
represented by the Smith amendment, comes from anti-Roosevelt 
sources and from reactionary rather than patriotic groups. 

From an authoritative source it is known that the President has 
said there is no such thing even now as a 40-hour week but that a 
great many industries are working 60 hours and that the average 
is above 40. There is an effort, he believes, to make people believe 
it is not possible to work more than 40 hours. 

This same source revealed that the President has said that he 
does not wish to lower the income of workers in industry at a 
time when living costs are going up. 

It is possible to work as many hours as are needed but workers 
are paid time and a half for overtime. The President is reported 
to feel that the effort to abolish the wages and hours provisions 
is one merely to avoid the payment of overtime and not as an 
effort to produce more war goods. He is understood to feel the 
nation has been deceived as to the real intent of those behind this 
bill. It is being presented as a patriotic move when in reality it 
is not, and would remove restrictions from all industries, even 
those not engaged in war work, the President is reported to have 
said, and would re-establish sweat shop conditions. 

He told committees calling on him, it is reported, that there 
was no reason why men should not be worked longer hours if they 
were paid for it. 

There are sincere men advocating the bill, but its real strength 
comes from sources who do not care about the war, but who never 
miss any opportunity which they believe will enable them to 


.embarrass or discredit the President. 


WASHINGTON TALKS (In all conversations with veteran 

newsmen in Washington, one hears 
talk of the revival of the anti-New Deal groups who see in the 
War an opportunity to repeal the reforms of the New Deal. 

Wilmot Lewis, the representative of the London Times, who has 
been in Washington for about a quarter of a century, in discussing 
the Washington scene, said: 

“It is interesting to see that even in war the reactionary forces, 
many of them in the Democratic party, see the war not as an 
opportunity to assist in a unified effort, but as an opportunity to 
attack the New Deal or to discredit Roosevelt. They may be found 
at work in many fields. It may take the form of spreading reports 
that Russia is not friendly to us and is about to make another 
treaty. Or it may take the turn of attacking England as an ally 
and charging that she is not co-operating or doing her part. They 
support any legislation which will embarrass the war effort or 
the administration.” 

Whatever the facts, Washington is an interesting, vivid city. 
And whatever the political facts, we are at war and it is not going 
well. Democracy, for which we are fighting, goes along slowly 
in confusion and debate. 

It was exciting to be present at the press conference and to 
see and hear the President of the greatest power in the world 
submit to questions by newspaper men. | It is exciting, if irritating, 
to see and hear debates in congress; to watch the selfish motives 
and the patriotic motives appear.

-and antiaircraft gunners in the 
southwest Pacific have a 5-to-1 
margin over the Japanese in point 
of losses inflicted. 

Summarizing the

Stimson said in a communique 
that Army fliers and gunners had 
shot down 245 enemy planes, 
while but 48 American craft were 
lost in air combat. 

The total was raised to 410 by 
the addition of 165 =Japanese 
planes shot down by the American 
volunteers serving with the Chi- 
nese. The volunteers lost but 31 
aircraft of their own. 

The ratio was described as * par- 
ticularly significant in view of the 
overwhelming superiority of the 
enemy in practically every en- 
counter.”

the communique said had been 
heavy on both sides.

By then, perhaps, both tires and oil will be so well rationed 
that few people will use any vehicle except for absolutely necessary 
work. 

Even if we had to drain the water out of our cars every night, 
I imagine we could manage. I am not going to worry about any- 
thing so far away as next winter! 

In some things I think it will be wise for us not to look beyond 
the immediate needs. In others, 1 wish we could induce people to 
behave as though the war was going to last an indefinite period. 
They then would produce with increasing rapidity and forget the 
haunting fear of empty factories, closed down in the future. We 
would have more tanks, guns and planes, which are a prerequisite 
to the final ending of the war.

They're both Atlanta boys.” 

Athletics and combat are so closely identified that one 
is forced to wonder what prompted the new strong man of 
England to announce he favored abolishing all sports. He 
spoke of retaining only “substantial things.” 

It is the physically fit that are most needed in times 
of war. And one does not get physically fit except by doing 
something connected with sports. 

A football, baseball or basketball player finds it 
fun getting in trim to play these games. It would 
be drudgery just toiling endlessly to achieve physi- 
cal strength without having some wholesome outlet 
for pent-up energy. 

Competitive games, aside from the physical, breed 
courage, inspire leadership, teach self-reliance. Start- 
ing with junior high school, youngsters engage in the 
intramural programs and build strong, healthy 
young bodies. 

When carried on through college, a youngster goes out 
into life with the strength of body and character that is his 
through an athletic heritage. A confirmed bookworm rarely 
makes a good fighting man. 


Basis of Manpower One would not argue with 

the views of the strong 

man of Britain because that is not just and proper in times 

like these. But I subscribe that a country without sports 
is a country that will raise a generation of weaklings. 

You take your boy and restrict him from enjoy- 
ing the natural outlets; stop him from playing the 
games a normal boy wants to play. And watch him 
as he grows. There will be a great difference not 
only in the way he grows but in his own conduct. 
Americans have been following baseball for 101 years. 

And the other principal sports, such as football and basket- 
ball, have been going on well beyond a half century. 

We play these games until the passage of time 
takes an inexorable toll in legs. Then we settle back 
and watch younger, more active fellows striving for 
supremacy. We get the relaxing benefits where for- 
merly we benefited from the physical. They go 
hand in hand. 

Not alone in civilian life are to be found the spec- 
tators of today. Soldiers now engaged in training a 
short time ago were either participants or followers 
of sports. They made up a large part of many a 
gathering at the baseball park, the football field, in 
the basketball auditorium, or at the ringside. 

One just doesn’t take away the right of these men to 
have diversions in off hours. Sticking as closely to the 

‘normal pursuits as possible seems a lot more sensible than 
stopping the things that originally have built up the man- 
power of our country. 

But, of course, there is no talk of stopping these things 
in our country. The strong man of England was speaking 
strictly of the British Isles. 

As I write I see a picture

marching with the Washington Senators at the opening 
game of the season in the nation’s capital, April 21, 1917. 
During the first World War, F. D. R., then secretary of the 
navy, marched at the head of the American League team 
for the inaugural game of the season. 

Roosevelt, as wartime President, again has given 
the game its marching signal by saying: “I honestly 
believe it would be best for the country to keep base- 
ball going.” 

In his letter to Judge Landis, high commissioner of base- 
ball, President Roosevelt mentioned only the national pas- 
time, but he inferentially included other sports. 

It’s not sports for sport’s sake today, nor even for 
morale’s sake. It’s sports for the physical benefits. 

It is part and parcel of the Hale America plan. 

And if there is any lessening of games in high 
schools or colleges, educators simply are overlooking 
the material and essential benefits that are so sorely 
needed today. 

A sensible, far-seeing country doesn’t knowingly cut off 
its nose to spite its face. Nor does one knowingly sponsor 
a race of striplings.

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 27.—(P?)—Ted Williams, clouting Boston 
Red Sox outfielder, has been deferred from military duty by a 
presidential appeal board order because of dependency of his 
mother, state selective service headquarters announced today. 

Williams, single, originally was classified in 3-A because of 
support of his mother but recently was reclassified into 1-A and 
passed a preliminary medical examination prior to formal Army 
induction. 

Captain Paul Sevareid, public relations officer in the state 
headquarters, said the order from the presidential board of ap- 
peal stated Williams’ induction into military service would “put 
undue hardship” on his mother.
